He 
stopped dead in his tracks and 
started to turn, then thought 
better of it, got in his car and 
ordered the driver to ‘get out of 
here.’

When she was in her 20s, her 
parents were killed in a car wreck 
and she discovered the truth of 
her birth in her mom’s diary. 

“Sarah tried to trace the origin 
of the donated embryo, but two 
years ago, a message was left on 
her phone warning her to stop 
looking - or else,” says the insider. 
“Sarah told Kate she became so 
terrified, she moved to the U.S. 
She lives in New England but 
drove to Kentucky to see Charles.” 

After Kate told William she 
believed Sarah’s story, he con- 
vinced his father to meet her. 

“The truth is, Charles was 
shaken by Sarah’s likeness to 
Diana in her looks and manner- 
isms,” says another source. “Deep 
down he suspects she is his child, 
but he’ll never admit it. And there 
will be no DNA test.”

“My mom made all of us get 
tested after she found out that 
she had it and got her double 
mastectomy.” 

Now Kelly is determined to 
follow the example of Sharon 
and screen sexpot Angelina 
Jolie in having the same heart- 
breaking preventive surgery.

“I know that one day I will 
eventually have to do it too, 
because if I have children, I 
want to be there to bring them 
up,” says Kelly. 

The mutation of the BRCA 
gene is the most common 
cause of hereditary breast 
cancer and also puts a woman 
at high risk for ovarian 
cancer. Experts say the most 
effective preventive treatment 
is removal of the breasts and 
the ovaries. 

While Kelly’s famous mom 
never had breast or ovarian 
cancer, she did battle colon 
cancer in 2002. And after 
discovering she carried the 
terrifying gene mutation, 
she underwent her double 
mastectomy in 201 1. 

“1 knew 1 wanted it gone,” 
says Sharon. “When you carry 
the breast cancer gene, you 
have to get a mammogram 
every six months, and it’s

C OLD-BLOODED Lo- 
retta Doyle Burroughs 
killed her husband 
then stored his dis- 
memhered remains in 
plastic kitchen con- 
tainers for seven years! 

She even moved at least 
twice, taking tragic Daniel 
Burroughs’ body parts with 
her, before the grisly death 
was discovered during a fraud 
investigation into the missing 
man’s disappearance. 

Loretta, a 63-year-old grand- 
mother, had told everyone 
Daniel had left her for anoth- 
er woman. She even came up 
with a tale about how the hap- 
py couple drove off for Florida 
in a yellow Hummer. Then 
she schemed her way into get- 
ting a power of attorney for 
Daniel and raked in more than 
$100,000 by selling his posses- 
sions and a house they both 
owned. 

In reality, the she-devil 
stabbed her husband to death. 
Then she used a saw and a knife 
to cut him up. When done, the 
fiend stashed the body parts in 
handy leak-proof kitchen con- 
tainers with snap-on lids. 

“She killed her husband, 
eviscerated his corpse, and she 
placed him in Tupperware for 
seven years to rot,” says pros- 
ecutor Seth Levy. “Overall, she 
did it for the money.

“She thought she got away 
with it. The only thing that 
could stop her was Danny him- 
self.” 

And the dead man did just 
that in May 2013 when an 
investigator found the con- 


tainers in a closet at Loretta’s 
Ventnor, N.J., home. They 
were wrapped in nine layers 
of black plastic bags that also 
held dryer sheets, air freshen- 
ers and scented beads to mask 
the stench of decomposition. 


And her trick worked pretty 
well. 

“Five times I was in that 
house listening to her lies,” 
says Daniel’s half-brother, Ray 
Wantorcik. “My brother could 
have been in the next room, 
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rotting in a container. I did not 
believe for an instant that my 
brother was on the property. I 
thought he would have been in 
a landfill or dump.” 

Stabbed several times 

After seven years, there 
wasn’t much left of 63-year-old 
Daniel, apart from bones. His 
skull and jawbone were found 
in a woman’s handbag that 
was soaked in bodily fluids 
from the decomposition. A fo- 
rensic dental expert confirmed 
the victim’s identity. 

Other experts were able to 
determine Daniel was stabbed 
several times before being 


chopped up. Toxicology re- 
ports also showed there were 
some drugs in his system, in- 
cluding amphetamines. 

In court, defense attorney 
Anthony Previti claimed no 
one knew who killed and dis- 
membered Daniel, why it was 
done or when, adding, “We 
don’t even know, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that it was 
murder in the first place.” 

But prosecutor Levy points 
out, “You don’t overdose on 
crystal meth and then cut 
yourself up.” 

Meanwhile, Loretta ap- 
peared to be a kind-hearted 
lady who worked in an assist- 


comes off as “a mix of Martha 
Stewart and Julia Child” but is 
really a “diabolical person.” 

On March 17, it took a jury 
just two hours to convict 
Loretta. She now faces life in 
prison when she is sentenced 
on April 22. 

Says Wantorcik, “My broth- 
er won this case for himself.”

C OPS in Cornelius, N.C., 
hunted for months for a 
gun-toting senior citizen 
who held up a local 
bank - only to find out the 
doddering desperado was in 
fact a 28-year-old master of 
disguise! 

Benoit Constant was busted 
after he was stopped during a 
routine traffic stop in Wichi 
tah Falls, Texas, 

1,200 miles away 
from where lawmen 
say he pulled off the 
daring heist. 

Cops say Con- 
stant, who is black, 
donned a life-like la- 
tex mask that made 
him look like an el- 
derly white guy to 
pull off the Dec. 9, 

2014 stickup. 

Surveillance video from in- 
side the Carolinas Telco Fed- 
eral Credit Union shows a 
Caucasian man wearing dark 


glasses, a base- 
ball cap and gloves 
pointing a gun at 
the teller with one 
hand and holding a 
striped bag for the 
loot in the other. 

Lawmen say the 
gunman’s accom- 
plice, his sister 
Milandra Constant, 
called in a fake bomb threat to 
a YMCA on the other side of 
town to create diversion that 
would draw police away from 


the bank. 

After the robbery, the thief 
raced away on foot, but cops 
later found a bicycle and 
cash lying outside a nearby 
shopping center. 

Investigators linked a silver 
minivan with Delaware plates 
to the heist. The vehicle, which 
was traced to Milandra, was 
spotted at the shopping center 
and the YMCA. She was ar- 
rested at the wheel of the sus- 
pect vehicle in Maryland about 
a week after the robbery. 


Officers say they found an 
old man mask and the striped 
bag seen in the surveillance 
footage in the van. Milandra 
was charged with robbery 
with a dangerous weapon and 
making a false bomb threat. 

But Benoit Constant was 
still at large until March 8, 
when Texas state troopers 
pulled over his Lexus for a 
traffic violation. 

At first, the suspected hold- 
up artist gave a phony name. 
But when troopers ran his 
plates, they discovered he was 
wanted in North Carolina on 
robbery charges. Desperate 
Benoit took off on foot before 
being tackled and arrested in 
a residential neighborhood. 
He’s charged in Texas with 
evading arrest. 

He’s also facing charges 
of robbery with a dangerous 
weapon and making a false 
bomb report in North Carolina. 
Meanwhile, the FBI is trying 
to determine if Constant can 
be linked to other bank jobs 
around the country.

Says Dr. James Sublett, 
president of the American 
College of Allergy, Asthma 
and Immunology, “The key 
is to know what plant you’re 
allergic to and treat the symp- 
toms early before it begins to 
bloom.” 

Antihistamines 

Here are some easy tips from 
Sublett and Dr. Andy Nish of 
the Northeast Georgia Physi- 
cians Group that can help you 
survive the allergy season: 

• Keep allergens outdoors by 
shutting windows and doors 
in your home and car. 

• Vacuum door mats, carpets, 
furniture and curtains to 
remove irritants. 

• Stay indoors as much as 
possible during the morning 
and on hot, dry windy days 
when pollen and allergens are 
at their peak. 

• Use an air-filtering mask 
equipped with HEPA filters. 
Masks can be as effective as 
over-the-counter medicines in 
preventing reactions. 


HOW TO SURVIVE 
ALLERGY SEASON 


• Take medicine if needed. 
Antihistamines can reduce 
allergic reactions. Nasal 
steroids are helpful if started 
a week or two before pollen 
hits. Flonase and Nasacort 
AQ are now available with- 
out a prescription. Zyrtec, 
Allegra and Claritin cause the 
least drowsiness. 

• Try immunotherapy tablets 


for grass and ragweed pollens. 
Newly approved by the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, they’re dissolved under 
the tongue daily. 

• Get allergy shots. Immune- 
boosting injections can 
help you survive the aller- 
gy season, especially if the 
symptoms last for months. 
Most patients need them

People with 
grass allergies may also have 
an allergic reaction to toma- 
toes, potatoes and peaches. 
This is called food pollen 
syndrome.

But Gaye’s two sisters, 
Zeola, 69, and Jeanne, 78, claim 
they’ve been cut off financially 
from the payoff and their 
brother’s royalties and are 
living in virtual poverty. 

Family feud 

“The bottom line is that they 
get everything and we don’t 
get a dime,” says Zeola. 

“If I was given a few million, 
it would change my life a lot. 

“Marvin would have hated 
to have seen us like this. 
He would have cared for us 
and made sure we were fine 
financially and with love. 

“It is hard knowing that all 
that money is going around 
and we will never see any 
of it.” 


In 1984, Gaye, 44, was tragi- 
cally shot and killed by his 
father, Marvin Sr. , who accused 
him of having an affair with 
his mother. 

The Gaye family feud wors- 
ened three years ago, when 
Zeola, a retired bookkeeper 
living in Las Vegas, published 


her tell-all book. She accused 
Marvin’s ex-wife, Jan, 55, of 
cheating on him and trying 
to poison him during their 
1 1-year marriage. 

But Zeola says she tried 
to mend fences by sending 
congratulations to Jan for 
the recent court win. 


But she says Jan accused her 
of “picking on your brother’s 
bones.” 

“Marvin would have been 
horrified by this situation be- 
cause he cared for and loved 
his family,” Zeola says.

Authorities declined to pros- 
ecute Cosby saying they had 
“insufficient credible and 
admissible evidence.” 

So Constand filed a civil suit. 
And her attorneys found 13 
other women who claimed that 
Cosby drugged and sexually

assaulted or raped them. 

Cosby’s attorneys denied 
those charges. But the star, who 
played perfect family man Dr. 
Cliff Huxtable on The Bill Cosby

Recently, nearly two dozen 
women have come forward with 
similar claims against the father 
of five children with his wife of 
51 years, Camille.

said about Stiller, “I’ve met him several times, 
and he’s very arrogant.” 

Says Stiller, “So then the beef started.”

survivors of Typhoon Haiyan, 
which hit the Philippines shortly 
before Walker’s death. 

The big-hearted hunk had 
founded a charity called Reach 
Out Worldwide, and in the 
process of setting it up, he and 
Rodas reportedly discovered 
“dirty money” flowing from 
disaster relief agencies to 
criminals. 

Huebl notes that if the two 


men were about to expose 
a vast money-laundering 
scheme, that would be motive 
to silence them. 

“Investigators should have 
brought in a forensic accoun- 
tant to go over the books 
and see if funds were miss- 
ing without Roger and Paul’s 
permission,” says Huebl. 
“Someone who was caught 
with sticky fingers might 
have targeted the guys for 
assassination.” 

Meanwhile, police quickly 
determined that speed was the 
prime reason for the crash. 
But while the sheriff’s depart- 
ment found that the Porsche 
was traveling between 81 and 
94 mph in a 45 zone, experts 
hired by Rodas’ family claim 
the car was only going 55, 
says Huebl. 

And the coroner’s office 
claims it was blazing along at 
more than 100 mph. 

“That’s a huge difference 
between the three sets of ex- 
perts,” says Huebl. “And that 
tells me that something’s fishy 
here and there is a cover-up.”
